Monuments 
in Iran laid 
to waste by 
wreckers 

From Alimad Reza Sarbadi 
of Agence France-Presse 
Tehran, June 24 
While public attention is 
focused on die executions and 
tirades against imperialism, the 
systematic destruction of Iran’s 
heritage continues quietly and 
all too efficiently. 

At first the wreckers made 
froat-page news in Tehran, 
causing a storm of protest and 
allegations of “ vandalism in the 
name of Islam ”. But they 
proved resolute people. 

With bulldozers and tractors, 
they moved from one monu¬ 
ment to another and. like ail 
familiar stories, their work was 
relegated after a month or two 
to the bottom halves of inside 
pages. 

No one has attempted to log 
their trail of destruction; but 
a random selection gives some 
idea of the extent. 

The sumptuous eleventh- 
century bath of Kbosro A bad 
in. Isfahan, central Iran, was 
smashed to pieces by unidenti¬ 
fied men. 

Zavarcb mosque, built in 
1520, also in Isfahan, fell to a 
group of men who arrived with 
crowbars saying they wanted to 
“restore” it. 

The massive portals of the 
Justice Palace where Shah 
Abbas II was crowned in Kasha, 
central Iran, today lie in ruins. 
The wreckers said they needed 
tlie area for a market and bus 
station. 

A theological school which 
has stood for 340 years and is 
considered one of the most 
beautiful buildings of Mashhad, 
north-east Iran, was demolished. 
Officials said cracks in the ceil¬ 
ing were irreparable. In any 
rase they wanted to build an 
Islamic university on the site.

Union seeks 
to prevent 
TUG deal 
on wages

A militant tactic is being 
used to prevent the TUC from 
discussing wage restraint and to 
prepare unions for a winter of 
opposition to the Government’s 
public sector pay policy. 

Leaders of the Society of 
Civil and Public Servants have 
submitted to the annual Trades 
Union Congress a motion that 
would forestall any deal on in¬ 
comes with the Cabinet. 

The morion calls on congress 
to agree that the TUC general 
council “shall not enter into 
any discussions with the Gov¬ 
ernment about the possibility of 
TUC agreement to any policy 
of pay restraint, whether statu¬ 
tory or voluntary, or imposed by 
arbitrary cash limits*. 

It goes on to reject any 
attempt by the Government to 
enforce a unilateral pay policy 
in the public sector, and it com¬ 
mits the TUC to support unions 
having to fight such a opl/cy. 

The motion is likery to attract 
much support from the public 
sector unions and those ideo¬ 
logically ■ opposed to pay res¬ 
traint, but the general council 
may balk at giving a blank 
cheque to unions that find 
themselves in conflict with the 
Government over wages.

Government pressure is forcing 
housing association to sell 
property in order to clear deficit

Government pressure is fore- 
ins a housing association to sell 
properties that could provide 
53 new homes, while the same 
body is being allowed grants 
to provide 55 homes at three 
times the cost. 

The sales, proposed by the 
Family Housing Association in 
response to pressure from the 
Department of the Environment 
tn clear an accumulated deficit, 
would raise about £300,000: The 
new grants for 1980-81 will 
amount to mnre than Elm. 

The association accepts that 
there are legal difficulties for 
the department if it was willing 
tu meet the deficit, since it was 
incurred in extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances. It arose when the 
association was facing court 
action, which could have cost it 
£5m if it had lost, and the 
department stopped all its 
building grants. - 

But the sales are worrying 
the voluntary housing move¬ 
ment, which arose from the 
unmet needs of the homeless. 
Selling houses not only means 
tnar properties return to the 
private sector where they are 
our of reach of homeless fami¬ 
lies, but that the cost of pro¬ 
viding good accommodation for 
them rises. 

Mr Richard Best, director oF 
the National Federation of 
Housing Societies, said : “ Peo¬ 
ple do not spend their time and 
effort in building up a small 
stock of rented housing for 
needy people only to have to 
sell them off again. 

** They are in business to 
proride homes for people who 
desperately need them, not to 
speculate m property." 


The association's difficulties 
are rooted in its decision five 
years ago to buy a large hotel, 
with support from the bous¬ 
ing corporation which admini¬ 
sters grants to housing associa¬ 
tions on behalf of the depart¬ 
ment The hotel was to be 
convened into a 500-bed hostel 
for single homeless^ people, for 
whom there is a dwindling pool 
of accommodation in London. 


But getting planning permis¬ 
sion for the change of use de¬ 
layed the purchase, until the 
public expenditure cuts under 
the previous Labour Govern¬ 
ment led to the corporation 
withdrawing its support- 

Tfte hotel owner became bank¬ 
rupt and successfully sued tbe 
association to complete the pur¬ 
chase, the cost of which had 
risen to £5nt, The association 
won an appeal on the ground* 
that the purchase had been con¬ 
ditional, but incurred £80.000 
costs that were not covered bv 
the judgment. 

While the legal actions wero 
being pursued, a moratorium 
was imposed on new grants and 
a statutory independent inquiry 
was set up to inquire into tb» 
association's affairs. The inquiry 
cleared the association of mal¬ 
administration, but the inactiv¬ 
ity led to a further deficit of 
about £350,000. That sum com¬ 
pares with grants paid to the 
association for building work in 
its last full operating year of 
£9.5nv 

Tbe association, which has 
more than 4,500 tenancies and 
is one of the biggest in Lon¬ 
don, continued to employ a 
large staff, including architects, 
throughout the moratorium, 
which lasted a year. 


The association believed that 
the moratorium would be lifted 
quickly and that it would be 
operating at a similar level 
again. Instead, the number of 
homes it produces each year 
has dropped from 500 to about 
100 this year. Eight staff were 
made redundant this spring, 
and office accommodation is 
being reduced. There is an 
accumulated, deficit j»f more 
than £400,000 which the associ¬ 
ation has; been told it should 
meet from its own resources, 
which consist of its properties 


and a small charitable fund 
The association has sub¬ 
mined a list of properties, that 
could proride 53 new homes, 
to the department to meet the 
bulk of the deficit. It believes 
that the department should 
meet the rest, since the mora. 
torium caused the present diffi¬ 
culties. 


The department has not yet 
told the association whether it 
will accept the list of pro¬ 
perties for sale. But it has 
indicated that tbe association 
will be allocated grants in 
1980-81 to enable it to produce 
55 new homes. 


The department said it bad 
looked at the possibility of 
reducing tbe association’s 
allocation of grants instead of 
asking for sales. That idea had 
been rejected, however, on the 
grounds that rhe association 
would be able to continue buy¬ 
ing and developing, possibly to 
a higher standard rhan with 
the properties it already owned. 

The department was consider¬ 
ing the list of properties, but 
could not give a date for any 
decision. 


Man in the news: Mr Dennis Skinner, MP for Bolsover 


A chip on both his shoulders

After a decade of political 
dissent and arm-chancing in the 
Commons, Mr Dennis Skinner, 
the combative Labour MP for 
Bolsover, was finally shown the 
red card by the Speaker yester¬ 
day and ordered to leave the 
chamber. 

In many ways it had ro come 
because Dennis Skinner is not 
a man who can conceal his 
emotions behind elliptical 
phrases: it is full frontal rage 
or nothing. 

It is argued that he is 
perhaps one of the most well- 
balanced politicians at West¬ 
minster because he carries a 
chip on both 'houlder.s. He is 
a man wlio finds it difficult to 
compromise, believing that the 
class war has to be fought and 
won rather than ended. 

Haring said that, Mr Skinner 
is a man of enormous compas¬ 
sion and talent which many of 
his colleagues believe is nor 
bring developed in the way that 
it could. He arrived at West¬ 
minster in 1970 and created tbe 
image of the enfant terrible 
from which he has shown no 
rigns of wanting to escape. Per¬ 
haps he is its victim. 

In those days he would sidle 
through the doors into the 
chamber, thumbs hooked in the 
tops of his trousers, as if he had 
arrived in a saloon bar spoiling 
for a fight. The physical aggres¬ 
sion is no longer there more 
often than not he will sit bn 
the front bench below the 
gangway, his face widened in a 
grin but rhe deep-rooted 
class consciousness is still pre¬ 
sent when he_ sprays his 
questions at minister*. 

It is not question time in the 
Commons when Mr Skinner 
rises from his seat, but interro¬ 
gation time; and if he had his * 
way, no doubt, there would be 


a bright light shining in the 
direction of tbe Treasury bench. 

He is a product of the Derby¬ 
shire coalfields and deep down 
he is still a miner, which is not 
meant to disparage mine- 
workers. but to convey the fact 
that Dennis Skinner sees West¬ 
minster as a tough political 
seam from which to extract 
some of rhe precious minerals 
on the way to a Socialist Bri¬ 
tain. He cannot stand the ideo¬ 
logy of Conservatism, although 
there are a number of Tories 
who find him, jn a non-, 
patronizing way. interesting and 
perhaps even likeable. 

Bur at the same time he can 
he as rough with his Labouc 
colleagues as he can with Con¬ 
servative -MPs, and has some¬ 
times been thought to have 
gone out of his way to pick a 
private political argument. Ir 
was not for nothing chat Mr 
Andrew Faulds, a right wing 
Labour backbencher, who has 
also been known to treat the 
Commons to an emotional 
spasm, once described him as 
the “ Beat from Bolsover”. 

Dennis Skinner is probably, 
the nearest the post-war 
Parliament has got to the 
socialist radical Victor Grayson 
at rhe beginning of the ceniury, 
though Mr Skinner's political 
career will not end in tbe 
bottom of a whisky bottle. He 
does not drink. 

Neither will he accept the 
convention of the pairing 
system, arguing why should he' 
allow Conservatives the chance 
to get away from the political 
sbcc>floor at Westminster. That 
is his view of Parliament, 
though it is noticeable that he 
rarely makes speeches in the 
chamber these days, reserving 
his jugular-vein attacks on the 
Conservatives for question time. 

Now aged 48 it is improbable 
that be will achieve ministerial 


rank, and would probably pale 

- at tbe thought of being offered 
-it in a capitalism system. There 
was one occasion, though, when 
be donned the mantle of Prime 
Minister, Chancellor . of • the 
Exchequer. Foreign Secretary 
and Defence Secretary and gave 
a brilliant speech on. his own 
motion, before the Commons 
demanding ■ a 1 '* socialist pro¬ 
gramme for Britain. It was' a 
devastating performance and 
brought MPs into the chamber 
to witness what was taking 
place. 

- He was marked then as a 
politician of promise - once 
Westminster had rubbed off 
some of the rough edges. It 
was only later, as one of his 
colleagues remarked, that it 
was realued that by the time 
the smoothing process had. been 
completed • there would be 
hardly anything. left.. 

Dennis - Skinner is - intransi¬ 
gent in his views-^-enother 
colleague who has considerable 
regard for him said he does 
itoc know how to build bridges 

' —and said quite firmly when 
elected onto the party’s 
national executive committee 
two years ago that his chief 
aim would be to commit 
Labour to withdrawal from the 
Common Market. 

Earlier this year he had a 
serious cycling -accident from 
which he is stilJ not fully 
recovered. There were many, 
on both sides of the Com¬ 
mons, who expressed concern 
at the time, and it wax rhe 
Speaker _who almost embar¬ 
rassed him by the effusive 
manner in which he welcomed 
bis return to Westminster. 

But Mr Skinner has not 
changed. For most politicians 
politics is the art of compro¬ 
mise; for Dennis Skinner it is 
probably tbe art of taking 
sides.

others. AU the offences were 
breaches of the Nurses Agency 
Act; 1957. 

: Mr Clive Jones, for the 
prosecution, said a council 
official found that in one case 
an SRN bad been paid £1.25 
an hour instead of £1.50, while 
ki another case a patient had 
been charged tbe SRN rate 
when • an SEN _ had been 
supplied. Commission bad been 
charged from both, nurses and 
patients, with the'result that 
tbe commission had exceeded 
the 17 per cent maximum. 

Mr David Hyrna-s. for the 
defence, said that some of the 
conditions imposed by the 
council did not apply because 
Mrs Webster did not employ 
the nurses.

Landowner cleared after

Mr Smith said he 
thought Captain Birkbeck was 
going to attack him. Instead he 
rushed up to the car and kneed 
it, causing a dent. Captain Birk¬ 
beck took out the ignition keys 
and threw them into the bushes. 

Mr Smith said in cross- 
examination that saboteurs had 
been subjected to great violence 
at the club’s meetings. He 
alleged that Captain Birkbeck 
had previously driven his car at 
him and bad punched people in 
the face.

Dismissing a case brought by

Mr Commis, 
aged 42, a British subject with 
an Arab father and English 
mother, answered an advertise¬ 
ment for . a job as a chguj^Our.

Because Mr Ron- 
son was ill, Mr Commis was 
interviewed by Mrs Ronson, and 
was asked where he and his 
parents' were born. 

After Mr Commis told her, 
Mrs.Ronson is alleged to have 
said; "“l am sorry.

Jewish. Mr Commis was then 
shown the door. He complained 
later to the company, but he 
was not subsequently offered a 
job with it or any land of 
apology. 

The industrial tribunal last 
year .beard evidence that Mr 
Ronson, as a prominent mem¬ 
ber of the Jewish community 
and a Zionist could have been 
a target for threats from mili¬ 
tant __ Arab organizations. Mr 
Justice Slynn said it was un¬ 


derstandable drat Mrs Ronson 
would have been worried about 
that. 

But he found it extraordin¬ 
ary that a company, which 
professed to have such strong 
feelings against racial dis¬ 
crimination, should have pushed 
the case to appeal. He said 
several times that he found 
this most distressing. 

On the points of law raised 
by Mr Thayne Forbes, counsel 
for the company, tbe appeal 
tribunal confirmed that the 
company had discriminated 
under Section 4(1)(c) of the 
Race Relations Act, 1976. which 
says it is unlawful to dis¬ 
criminate by refusing or 
deliberately omitting to offer 
someone a job because of their 
ethnic origin. 

The industrial tribunal was 
therefore quite justified in 
awarding compensation to Mr 
Commis of £271, which 
included a sum for loss of 
eanrings.

Wasp sting 
immunity 
vaccine is 
launched

I A vucciue against' wasp and 
bee 1 stings made from the 
insects’ venom was kvunched in 
Britain yesterday by Pharmacia 
Diagnostics. 

The company believes that 
between 50,000 and 60,000 
people are potentially allergic 
to wasp and bee stings in Bri¬ 
tain and between tour and-five 
die «r.*ah year, after being stung. 

Up to 30 injections of the 
vaccine, which-will be available 
under the National Health Ser¬ 
vice. are needed- to provide 
immunity and regular monthly 
injections of 100 microgfammcs 
to maintain- it. 

I i The vaccine is ade. -in "the 

case of bees, by placing a metn- 
br.iae in the hive and running 
a low electric current through 
it. That annoys the bees, which 
sting it. releasing venom which 
is collected in a glass phuc at 
the mebrane’s base. 

] The bees, which in effect are 
| ■’ milked”, are not damaged and 
j live to provide more vaccine. 

J _ For wasp vaccine the method 
! is not so simple because wasps ; 
! live in nests and liave jatvs 
which tear the membrane to 
I pieces. So wasps’ nests are hun- 
| ted out and. at night. when 1 nil 
i the wasps arc in the nest, are 
encased in a plastic bag a ad 
taken to a deep freeze. Freezing 
kills the wasps, which are then 
dissected to remove the venom 

^jc. 

Twenty thousand wasps are 
needed to make one gram of 
raw material. The vaccine for 
1 the initial course of injections 
I will cost about £35 to £40 and 
a year’s supply about £90. 

Pharmalgen, the product's 
trade name, was developed at 
the Johns Hopkins Research 
Institute, in Baltimore in the 
United States, and in clinical 
trials proved 95 per cent suc¬ 
cessful.

Import ban

A 'ban on the import of the 
chemical 2,4,5-T, from which 
a widely used number of brands 
of weedkiller are formulated, 
was called for yesterday by Mr 
Clive Jenkins, general secretary 
of the Association of Scientific.

He said there were at least 
six brands sold by Boors, Wool- 
worth’s and chains of honicui* 

tural and garden centres. That 
! was in addition to the bulk use 
l in agriculture and forestry, 
j Mr Jenkins called for the ban 
["when introducing a report, pre- 
I pared for his union, that is 
I highly critical of the Govern¬ 
ment’ -agency responsible for 
monitoring the health and safer:: 
of workers involved in the 
manufacture and handling of a 
wide range of chemical 
products. 

In particular, the Empjoi- 
nient Medical Advisory Service 
of the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive is attacked for its .ittitudo 
towards workers e^ov^ed to 
dioxin from an explosion ar the 
factorv of Coalite ChemicaR 
near Chesterfield. 

Dioxin is a contaminant in 
! 2,4,5-T. There are worries about 
: safety - from its use os a weed¬ 
killer because it is known to be 
highly poisonous in microscopic 
amounts. It was the substance 
released in the explosion at 
Seveso in Italy in 1976. 

The report published by 
ASTMS concentrates cu the 
consequences for the workers 
at Coalite. It was commissioned 
after attempts for mare than a 
year by the union to be con¬ 
sulted by the advisory service 
and the company in a study of 
tba health of employees. A 
report was published in March 
that accounted for the progress 
of only 41 of tbe 79 people tvbo 
were directly contaminated. 

On this bai-U alone, tbe 
method and procedures of the 
medical advisory services avs 
deemed by the report to be 
inadequate. They criliciu the 
service for not’ bolding an 
independent inquiry. 

Mr Jenkins said" it was not 
until after the Scvcse accident 
that tbe ramifications of expo¬ 
sure to dioxin became apparent. 
It was kdonfi to belong tn a 
family of acute chemical irri¬ 
tants that cause chloracae and 
could produce a disfigurement 

The chauce of heart disease 
and liver damage from this 
agent has become apparent only 
from recent studies. These side- 
effects are still the subject of 
research, and therefore under¬ 
line the need for proper epi¬ 
demiological investigation, the 
ASTMS report says.

Grim game of 4 find the bomb’ in 
Alicante as Spanish Cabinet 
resists ETA terrorist blackmail

Fear spoiled a fiesta today :n 
the east coast resort of Alicante, 
as Basque terrorists and ponce 
played a prim game of "find 
the bombs " after a warning tnai 
two explosions would take pijce 
there tonight. 

The outlawed separatist group 
ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Liberty) presented the Govern- 
ment with an ultimatum on Sat¬ 
urday threatening a series nf 
bomb attacks in tourist resorts 
unless Madrid agrees to tnree 
conditions: the release of 19 
imprisoned ETA activists: the 
dismissal of the director oi the 
maximum security prison st 
Soria, where most Basoue e\ue- 
mists arc held ; and the immedi¬ 
ate calling of a referendum on 

the incorporation of the prov¬ 
ince of Navarra into thc new.y 
autonomous Basque region nt 
Spain. 

The deadline ran nut at mid¬ 
day yesterday but before that 
tiie Government had already 
announced that it would not 
give into to such terrorist black¬ 
mail. . 

The AJicarue bomb tnreats 
■were announced today as the 
first of the series.^ Responsi¬ 
bility for an explosive device, 
which went off in the southern 


csastal resort of Fucngirola on 
Sunday, damaging a restaurant 
hut causing no injuries, was 
also claimed by ETA. However, 
the terrorist organization gave 
n.i explanation as to why it 
went off before tbe deadline. 

The ETA warning about 
Aiiconic, given to a journalist 
at the studio of Radio Popular 
in the northern city of Bilbao, 
discouraged many persons from 
attending the colourful annual 
5: John's Night celebrations in 
the east coast port city and 
resort. 

Meanwhile, bomb disposal 
squads, fragitieru special_ anti- 
terrorist police units, civilian 
experts and ordinary policemen 
scoured beaches and tourist 
landmarks, nor only in the 
Aiicante area, but in other parts 
cf the Mediterranean coast as 
vidi, in a race against time to 
find the deadly devices before 
they could do any damage. 

The tremendous harm which 
the beach bombs, or even the 
three: of them, con do to 
Spain's already depressed tour¬ 
ist industry was a major con¬ 
cern of the Government, labour 
leaders and local authorities in 
tourist 2 ones. 

So deep was the anxiety last 
weekend that the govern men r- 
run television network failed to 


report the ETA threat or the 
Fuengirola bombing. The state- 
run radio barely mentioned tbe 
matter in one broadcast on 
Sunday, and most newspapers 
—in a surprising display of 
solidarity with government 
policy—self-censored the news. 
probably on tbe assumption that 
publication of the threat would 
lead to cancellations of holiday 
reservations. 

The prospect that Basque 
political violence would once 
again spill over the rest of 
Spain posed an additional j 
security consideration in con¬ 
nexion with the official visit of 
Presidenr Carter, due to arrive 
in Madrid tomorrow afternoon- 

Although ETA led Spaniards 
to believe that the explosions 
will take place along the coast, 
the authorities are taking no 
chances in Madrid. 

One Sunday last July, bombs 
simultaneously blasted the 
Barajas airport, where Mr 
Carter is due to arrive, and die 
two main railway srations. in 
tins capital, killing five people. 

Since no one can be certain 
where ETA will strike after 
.Alicante, the authorities are re¬ 
doubling their precautions for 
Mr Carter’s safety, .as well as 
taking special measures along 
the coasts.

Use of torture disclosed in 
French prostitution ring

Paris, June 24 

Two years ago. a 22-year-ojd 
woman named Nadia died in 
great pain in a Grennble 
hospital. She was old before 
her time ar.d her body showed 
torture marks. But she was a 
prostitute and usually nor 
much attention would have 
been paid to her death. 

However, Grenoble police 
saw in her death an oppor¬ 
tunity to strike against 
prostitution, which was 
flourishing on The roads and 
motorways around the city. 

M Paul Weisbach, a young 
examining magistrate, was 
assigned to the case and he 
set about gaining the confi¬ 
dence of “the madonnas of the 
parking lets * to gather 
evidence on large-scale 
organized prostitution. 

His persistence resulted in 
the opening today of a trial 
in Grenoble which is widely 
expected to reform legislation, 
change attitudes and reduce 
the number of crimes 
associated with prostitution. 

Twelve people—most of 
them originally from southern 
Italy—are accused of living off 
immoral earnings. The main 
prosecution witnesses are four 
former prostitutes, who for 
months have been given armed 
police protection said to be 
stronger than, any for a 
government minister. 

The main witness is named 
Nadine, who in the past few 
days has become a familiar 
television silhouette in France 
with back-to-camera interviews 
on the degrading life of torture 
she lived after being seduced 
by the owner of a pizza 
restaurant. She says that he 
ran the prostitute network 
operating on the roads round 
Grenoble. 


According to Nadine, she was 
delivered on occasions to 
bufldiag sites and quarries 
where' anything up to 100 
workers made use of ber. If 
she protested she was burnt 
on her breasts with cigarettes, 
beaten and* forced to take 
drugs. 

Tbe trial is expected to last 
until the end of the week and 
it is, already clear that the de¬ 
fence will rely heavily on pour- 
ins 'scorn on tbe evidence of 
admitted prostitutes. Neverthe¬ 
less, three of the accused have 
gone into hiding in Italy and 
tiiere is no shortage of evidence 
on organized prostitution in the 
area. 

M Weisbach has already 
brought a number of cases as a 
result of his inquiries,.but this 
is the first time he has been 
able to persuade prostitutes to 
give evidence, in spite of threats 
made against diem. 

Nadine is taking simultaneous 
civil proceedings to claim the 
three million francs she says 
she earnt over four years while 
her ** protectors ” paid her only 
SO francs a day. 

Three groups have also filed 
civil suits—the local family 
planning group, the League for 
Human Rights and the Action 
Team Against Mistreatment of 
Human Beings. Their aim is to 
use the law to censure the ex¬ 
ploitation of women. 

M Weisbach does not see this 
case as the end of his in¬ 
quiries. He has started proceed¬ 
ings against a priest who 
apparently tried t» bribe 
Nadine not to give evidence. 
Local deputies, regional coun¬ 
cillors and lawyers are also un¬ 
der investigation for possible in¬ 
volvement in the more expen¬ 
sive prostitution circuit in the 
city. 


Mitterrand 
attempt to 
project his 
image fails

M Francois Mitterrand, the 
Socialist Party leader, today 
held a mode-ranging press con¬ 
ference on world affairs two 
days before tbe one being' held 
on the seme subject fay. the man 
he would like to replace— 
President Giscard d’Estsujg. 

Tbe press conference was 
originally due to have taken 
place oo Tuesday of last weak— 
ivd days before the press-con¬ 
ference originally planned by 
the . President. when the 
Venice summit dates obliged 
M Giscard d’Estaing in change 
fhe datesi M Mitterrand did the 
same. 

This apparent game of 
follow-the-leader became even 
more" obvious during the press 
conference as M Mitterrand 
found himself being asked 

almost exclusively to comment 
on initiatives taken by tbe 
President, even though he had 
planed the occasion to put bim- 
self forward as a statesman in 

his own right. 

One journalist asked him 
what question he would most 
like to ask the President at his 
press conference. .After some 
procrastination, M Mitterrand 
said it would be -• “ Do you 
know where we are in the 
Atlantic Alliance ? ” 

He had already attacked the 
President as having gone to 
Warsaw to meet President 
Leonid Brezhnev as a kind of 
messenger boy for Naio coun¬ 
tries. He had described the 
President's claim at Venice that 
the Warsaw journey bad pro¬ 
duced a calendar for withdrawal 
from .Afghanistan as " prema¬ 
ture 'internal election propa¬ 
ganda”. 

He went on to attack the 
President’s ability to make up 
his own mind. Dissuasion, he 
said, was composed of two 
things—the quality of the arma¬ 
ments and the character to use 
them. “It is the capacity to 
decide in fateful moments 
which decides- the destiny of a 
nation ”. he said. His view was 
clearly that the President lacked 
that capacity. 

It was France’s role in Nato 
which seemed to preoccupy him 
most. France had to retain the 
right to be free to take its own 
decisions within the context of 
the contracts it had freeiv 
entered, he said. But he felt it 
was time for a summit meeting 
of Nato members to redefine 
their mutual obligations. 

He called for French initia¬ 
tive in opening a conference to 
resolve the problems of the 
Mediterranean and for a Euro¬ 
pean conference on disarma¬ 
ment—a song-standing idea of 
his party. He also called for 
priority for the preparation of 
tme Madrid conference. 

None of the ideas was parti¬ 
cularly new and the one thing 
journalists really wanted to 
know received no clear answer. 
M Mitterrand still refused to be 
drawn on whether or not he 
really is going to stand as tile 
Socialist Party’s presidential 
candidate next May. 

M Mitterrand is by now a 
seasoned, but always unsuc¬ 
cessful, campaigner for tbe 
presidential office. He is clearly 
not prepared to commit himself 
again to an electoral race unless 
he really thinks he can win. 
Today’s press conference did 
little to .improve his chances. 


No fanfare in Madrid for Mr Carter’s visit

Madrid, June 24 

There will be less hullabaloo 
when die President of the 
United States arrives in Madrid 
tomorrow than there was when 
the ruler of a little African 
state paid a visit recently. 

There will be no procession 
of cars through flag-bedecked 
streets lined by cheering chil¬ 
dren, no crowds, no impromptu 
television interviews. Fanfare 
for presidents of the United 
States is a thing of tbe past in 
democratic Spain: such visits 
are too serious to be stage- 
managed. 

Flags are fluttering in scores 
in key places, such as in the 
lovely Plaza Cibeles in the 
centre of Madrid, but only in 
key places. Ceremonial pro¬ 
cessions have been rejected in 
favour of rapid displacement 


behind screaming police sirens 
for security reasons. 

As for • the crowds, the 
authorities of democratic Spain - 
consider it unnecessary to 
foment such dubious evidence 
of support for official policy. 
In any case, for reasons of 
decorum and security, they con¬ 
sidered it wiser to ban all 
demonstrations in relation to 
Mr Carter's brief official visit. 

The American President will 
be in Spain for less than 21 
hours before flying on to Lis¬ 
bon, the last stop on bis Euro¬ 
pean tour before he returns to 
the White House for the week¬ 
end. Yet the brevity of his visit 
does not detract from its 
importance. 

Many political observers here 
look upon it as the placing of 
the American seal of approval 
on the young Spanish democracy 


—a seal which will make the 
product more saleable to some 
and less saleable to others. 

American support at this time 
is a controversial issue in Spain, 
where the parties of the left 
object to the American military 
presence in tins country and 
want to keep Spain our of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza¬ 
tion. 

President -Eisenhower in 1959 
and President Nixon in 1970 
gave the Franco dictatorship 
visible political support, in 
some ways similar to the bind 
of support which the Govern¬ 
ment headed by Senor Adolfo 
Su&nez probably hopes to get 
from Mr Carter- 

Tbe fact that the present 
President is a Democrat and 
all tile previous United States 
president s who came here, in¬ 


cluding Mr Gerald Ford who 
attended the King’s inaugural 
ceremonies in 1975, were Repub¬ 
licans is no doubt more a 
matter of coincidence than evi¬ 
dence of any profound differ¬ 
ence in the foreign policy 
approach of the two United 
States parties. 

In _ contrast with standard 
practice for previous visitt of 
American presidents, Spaniards 
who dissent from official policy 
will not be subjected to fines 
or imprisanmemfor attempting 
to make their viewpoints 
known. 

For the first time an Amer¬ 
ican President in Spain will 
confer with a prominent leader 
of tbe Opposition openly. A 
meeting wiih Senor Felipe 
Gonzalez, leader of the Socialist 
Opposition in parliament, forms 
part of the official programme. 


Vorarlberg referendum shows province 
is ready to defy Austrian government

Vienna, June 23 

From the multitude of huge 
posters put up by the Socialist 
Party just before the June 15 
referendum, showing a strip 
being rorn off the Austrian flag, 
it would, be easy to conclude 
that tbe referendum held in the 
coon try’s most western federal 
province concerned separatism. 

It was, therefore, widely mis¬ 
understood that on June 15 
more than 60 per cent of Vorarl- 
berg’s 270,000 population voted 
in favour of splitting from 
Austria. 

Wbat they really voted for 
was that their local government 
start negotiations with the 
national Government for a far 
greater degree of autonomy. 
Vorarlberg wants the right to 
take more policy decisions, to 
allocate its funds, to raise Its 
own taxes, and to go its own 
way without having to wait for 
decisions to be sanctioned by 
the Government In Vienna. 

This, they argue, will bring 
considerable savings in time and 
money, and will bring federal¬ 
ism in Austria in litre with West 
Germany and Switzerland. 

Vorarlberg is a special case 
among the nine Austrian 
federal provinces. It is not only 
geographically closer to West 
Germany, Switzerland, and 
Liechtenstein than it is to most 
of the rest of Austria. 

Until last year’s opening of 


the Arlberg road tunnel, which 
is more than eight miles long, 
it was isolated from the rest of 
Austria for part of the year 
when the Arlberg pass is 
snowed up. And historically its 
population originates from dif¬ 
ferent sources from the rest of 
Austria. 

For 10 years Austria has bad 
a socialist government- Three 
of the federal provinces ore 
dominated by. the socialists, 
but tbe remaining six are ruled 
by the Christian Democratic 
(0VP) party. 

Dr Herbert Kessler, the 
Vorarlberg Lmdeshouptmann, 
says the Vorarlberg vote was 
only the start of a drive towards 
a new form of federalism 
throughout the country. The 
federal provinces of Salzburg, 
Tyrol, Carinthia and probably 
Steiennarfc, he beieves, will 
follow. 

He emphasizes that the 
federal movement has been 
present for decades, but that 
it is no coincidence that now, 
after a long period when the 
national Government has been 
politically different from most 
provincial governments, the 
urge towards more internal 
autonomy has become stronger. 

Vorarlberg appears ready, for 
a long tussle in order to achieve 
its rights. “ I spoke ' to Chan¬ 
cellor Kreisky about it at 
length ”, Ik - Kessler says, “ and 
the Chancellor said that he was 


open to discussion, although the 
Government would make some 
tough proposals themselves. 
Then a couple of weeks later 
we were totally surprised by 
this publicity campaign sug¬ 
gesting that we wanted 

separatism. 

“ We do not want it, and It 
has never'been a topic'of dis¬ 
cussion. The way ahead iiow is 
a long one in which we‘have to 
keep our heads dear and avoid 
emotional overtones.” 

For the moment the Socialist 
Government in Vienna under 
Dr Bruno Kreisky shows no 
inclination to relinquish any 
of its. highly centralized power. 
Dr Kreisky still has a bone to 
pick with Vorarlberg, whose 
overwhelming veto ensured 
Austria rejected atomic energy 
in a referendum in November, 
1979. . He regarded the result a & 
a persona] defeat. 

Vorarlberg now relies to a 
great extent on energy imported 
from foreign atomic power 
Stations. Its own hydroelectric 
power stations are built mainly 
to provide extra peak-period 
energy for the West German 
consumer. 

This weekend j at a meeting of 
the Lmdeshauptmanner . from 
the . various 0VP-dominated 
provinces, it became clear that 
the Vorarlberg vote is the start 
of a reform movement that 
could change tbe whole system 
of Government in Austria,

Nicosia plan for 'peaceful 
crusade’ if dialogue fails

Athens, June 24 

The use of force to solve the 
Cyprus dispute was ruled out 
by the Greek side, Mr Spyros 
Kyprianou, tits Cypriot Presi¬ 
dent, declared today. w We shall 
persevere through all available 
peaceful means," he added. 
“If the dialogue fails we will 
launch an international crusade 
to end the six years of Turkish 
occupation of the north of 
Cyprus". 

Mr Kyprianou was speaking 
to the Foreign Press Associa¬ 
tion in Athens where be is 
having talks with the Greek 
leaders after the failed attempt 
by Dr Kurt Walcflieim, the 
United Nations Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral, to restart negotiations 

The talks had not been 
resumed, he said, because the 
Turkish side wanted Greek 
Cypriots to accept the principle 
of a two-zone state and of 
separate security for Turkish 
Cypriots. 

“We are willing to discuss 
these concepts at the negotiat¬ 
ing table," he said, “but will 
not accept them as pre¬ 
conditions.” Turkish Cypriots 
had rejected the latest United 
Nations formula, he added, . 
because it made such a discus¬ 
sion possible. 

Dr Waldheim was continuing 
his efforts, but no fresh propo¬ 
sals had reached Nicosia. “I 
understand chat one of the poss¬ 
ibilities he is examining is that 
of arranging another meeting 
between Mr (Rauf) Deoktash 
(the Turkish Cypriot leader) 
and myself ”, !Mr Kyprianou 
said. 


“ In order to avoid misinter¬ 
pretation and to demonstrate 
our boundless goodwill, we 
would be willing to have such 
a meeting, if Dr Waldheim 
deems it useful,” he added. 

The problem of Cyprus, Mr 
Kyprianou said, was not rela¬ 
tions between the two comar.-jn- 
ities. “ Essentially it is an inter¬ 
national problem of occupation 
and invasion.” There would be 
no solution until the West, and 
particularly the United States, 
brought pressure to bear on 
Turkey to mate concessions. 
“ We had been told that after 
the lifting of the (United States 
arms) embargo, Turkey would 
be more flexible on Cyprus. She 
is now more inflexible than 
ever.” 

What did Turkey want of 
Cyprus, be asked, and answered 
his own question : “ If it were 
concerned about the well-being 
of the Turkish Cypriots, I am 
sure we would have found a 
satisfactory solution. If it were 
concerned about its own 
national security, we had 
already proposed the island’s 
demilitarization under inter¬ 
national guarantees.” 

■ There was only one other 
explanation: that Turkey 

sought to make permanent and 
legal the situation created by 
the invasion. M This would 
explain rhe uprooting of the 
indigenous population and the 
colonization of the north in an 
attempt to alter rhe demo¬ 
graphic character of the 
island. We shall be happy if 
our assumption proves wrong,” 
Mr Kyprianou said. 


Russia says 
BBC plays 
coded tunes 
for spies 


Moscow,' June 24.—A Soviet 
newspaper today claimed that 
the BBC included spy codes in 
rts> programmes beamed abroad 
to - bp off British agents.' * 

The newspaper Sovietsfcayq 
Rossiya alleged that “phrases 
and tunes ” agreed on before¬ 
hand with British spies were 
inserted into the BBC's external 
services broadcasts. It also 

claimed that British agents used 
the offices of foreign-based 
BBC correspondents as secret 

addresses. 

According to die newspaper. 
Mrs Thatcher's call on the BBC 
to-aUot more.air space to pro¬ 
grammes beamed to Eastern 
Europe was directed at “incit¬ 
ing ideological subversion 

against the socialist world”. 

In the. last few months the 
volume of BBC broadcasts to 
the Soviet Union had grown by 
more than 10 per cent, it added. 

In ' the present anti-Soviet 
climate in Britain, the BBC had 
“ taken to the trenches of the 
Cold War ”, the newspaper con¬ 
cluded.—Reuter. 

Ridiculous allegations: The 
Soviet claim was dismissed by 
a spokesman at Bush House in 
London yesterday as “a typi¬ 
cally heavy-handed attempt by 
the Russians to discredit the 
BBC” (Kenneth Gosling 
writes). 

He added that it was “ prob¬ 
ably because the Soviet authori¬ 
ties are worried stout the num¬ 
bers of people tuning to the 
BBC to try to find out what is 
really happening in the world. 
Certainly, Radio Moscow is not 
telling them”. 

Describing all the allegations 
as “ ridiculous”, the BBC 
spokesman said they were 
attacked from time to time and 
it appeared that the Russians 
were now resurrecting allega¬ 
tions that were made at the 
time of the Cold War. 

“What is more,” the spokes¬ 
man said, “ Moscow radio is 
saying in its English broadcasts 
that the BBC derision to dk» 
band five of its orchestras is 
linked .with propaganda broad¬ 
casts to Eastern Europe—that 
the extra money is needed for 
new and more powerful trans¬ 
mitters.”- 


Police arrest 20

St George’s. Grenada, June 
24.—At least 20 people have 
been arrested in connexion with 
a bomb blast which killed two 
people during a Government 
rally last Thursday, an official 
spokesman said today. 

The bomb, which ‘also Injured 
20 people, went off near Mr 
Maurice Bishop, the Prime 
Minister, but he escaped 
unharmed. 

Security forces shot and 
killed Strachen Philltp, chief 
suspect in the bomb attack, 
soon after the incident. 

A spokesman for the Prime 
Minister’s office said a second 
man escaped the shooting.— 
Reuter.

Rehabilitated authors can

Kenya, Tanzania and Uganda 
have all had confirmation in 
their annual budgets in the last 
few days of the serious econ¬ 
omic situation they face as a 
result of rising oil prices, the 
need to import food to offset 
shortages in local production, 
and inflation which will prob¬ 
ably reach record levels this 
year. 

As a result of last week's 
budgets, consumers in Kenya 
and Tanzania are paying higher

Russians pull out with a wave and a smile

United Nations says 
world is on verge 
of big famine disaster

With, new evidence of 
famine and. failing food sup¬ 
plies, the United Nations Food 
and Agriculture Organization 
(FAQ) has attacked the inter¬ 
national community for failing 
to respond adequately to the 
demand for- food and called for 
renewed action. 

Dr Edouard Saouma, the 
director-general of Lhe FAQ, 
■said in Rome, that the world 
"■as on the verge of a simul¬ 
taneous human disaster In 
mam* countries of an un¬ 
precedented character. He cited 
data from three sources to 
show the extent of the problem. 

He said there had been a 
drop in cereal production of 
60 million tons in 1979. In 25 
of the world’s poorest countries, 
there had been a drop of 14 
million tons. 

He said 29 countries, mostly 
in Africa, were suffering from 
acute food shortages, 13 more 
than a year ago- He had also 
received 20 requests for food 
aid since the beginning of the 
year. He described these 
appeals as overwhelming in 
terms of resources. 

“The overall international 
response is far below the 


needs", he said. “ I am increas¬ 
ingly concerned about the 
amount and- nature of the 
response of the international 
community. The response 
while sometimes generous, is 
uneven and unreliable. 

“ Suffering and death on the 
present scale cannot be con¬ 
fronted except on an adequate 
and assured basis. The time 
has come to go beyond appeals 
for public and privare charity. 
It is necessary for the inter¬ 
national community to organize 
itself better to face growing 
disaster." 

Dr Saouma said the most dis¬ 
turbing appeals for food aid 
resulted from man-made 
disasrers. notably civil strife-, 
“This is a sad testimony of 
mankind'* capacity to far 
exceed the damage that nature 
may wreak.” 

He said that the target of 
10 million tons emergency food 

aid agreed almost six years ago 
had never been met. The Inter¬ 
national Emergency Food 
Reserve was established in 1975 
with a target of 500.000 tons. 
It never exceeded 300,000 tons 
and was now falling fast, 
according to the FAO.

Islamic state beset by race rivalry 

Blacks of Mauritania 
denounce ‘oppression' 


From Jacques Lacotte 
of Age nee France-Presse 
Nouakchott, June 24 

Ethnic rivalry between Arabs 
and. blacks is, perbaps more 
than anywhere else in Africa, 
a key factor in. Mauritania's 
domestic politics and foreign 
relations. 

Traditionally, the population 
of this Islamic republic, a step¬ 
ping stone between Arab North 
Africa and black Africa to tbe 
south, is divided between Moors 
or Eeydanes (the Arabs) and 
African Negroes. 

To the former, descendants 
of Nomadic Arab tribes from 
the north, must be added the 
Haratines, descendants of black 
slaves who speak Hassaniya 
Arabic, the language of their 
former masters. 

According to most estimates. 
Moors and Hassaniya-speaking 
blacks account for about 75 per 
cent of the country's 1,500,000 
population. 

The African Negroes are con¬ 
centrated in the south of the 
country, on the north bank of 
the Senegal river, and in the 
south-east near the border with 
neighbouring Mali. 

They are Muslims, but are 
not nomadic and do not speak 
Arabic When the country was 
a French colony, the African 
Negroes of the south assimilated 
the French language more 
readily than the northern Arabs, 
and they reached prominent 
positions in the administration 
and in commerce. 

After independence in I960, 
President Mokhtar nuld Dadd ah, 
ivhile seeking to make Mauri¬ 
tania a link between Arab 
Africa to the north and black 
(Sahel) Africa to the south, 
found that the only way of 
asserting _ a “Mauritanian 
national identitywas by 
breaking from French influence. 

President ould Dadd ah, him¬ 
self a member of the Dervish- 
Beydane caste, sought the 
backing of the Arab world and 
introduced the systematic 
“ Moonzation ” of the country’s 
administration, economy, trade 
and education. 

At a the same time, be made 
Arabic the official language of 
Mauritania, the language that 
had to be used in education 
and administration. The African 
Negroes, in general little recep¬ 
tive to Arabic, found them¬ 
selves automatically excluded. 

Lx 1966, linguistic squabbles 
in the south degenerated into 
serious troubles that threatened 
to spark' off civil war. Two 
years later, there were further 
bloody dashes at Kaedi on the 
Senegal river. 

Demonstrations by teachers 
and students followed and in 
March, 3979, the police had to 
intervene in the capital, 
Nouakchott. Early this year, 
further arrests proved neces¬ 
sary to avoid fresh outbreaks. 

Tbrbughoirt this period, 
economic development in the 
north generally had priority 


often at the expense of projects 
aimed at capitalizing on the 
fertile Senegal river region in 
the south.- * 

Mauritanian efforts to seize 
control of that part of the 
Western, formerly Spanish, 
Sahara inhabited by the 
Moorish ethnic brothers of the 
Beydanes; the ■ " fratricidal" 
struggle - against Polisario 
nationalists, between 1976 and 
1979 ; and • the increasingly 
marked rapprochement between 
the ruling Military Committee 
for National Salvation (CMSN) 
and the Polisario Front are all 
key foreign policy develop¬ 
ments that have been of mini¬ 
ma] concern' to 'the • country’s 
African Negro population. 

African Negroes do not have 
the same social cultural and 
familv ties with -the Saharan 
people as the Beydanes. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Muhammad 
Khouna Ould Haidaila, CMSN 
chairman and the Mauritanian ; 
bead of state was bom in the 1 
Spanish Sahara. That does not, 1 
however, prevent him from 
trying to limit the growing 
Polisario hold over the terri- j 
tory. 

A recent tract from the i 
.Mauritanian African People’s; 
Movement denounced what it 
called “ the shady racist side ! 
of the Army”. i 

The authors, who maintain j 
that “ the Haratines are: 
oppressed because of the colour 
of their skin” also highlight 
another important aspect of the 
conflict between the country’s 
different races. 

The Haratines are the black 
or mixed race descendants of I 
slaves who belonged to Moorish j 
nobles. Although officially; 
emancipated, they remain far 1 
the most part servants, entirely 
dependent on their masters. 

For some, .enlisting in the 
Army during the war in the 
Western Sahara^ appeared as a 
means of breaking out of their 
social fetters. Demobilized 
after the war, these Haratktes 
no longer accept the lot of low- 
class “ subjects ” 

This largely fuelled the Hara- 
tine revolt that early this year 
spread from the Adrar desert 
region in the country’s moun¬ 
tainous heartland to Nouak¬ 
chott. 

Ethnic factionalism is not 
limited to the friction between 
Moors, African Negroes and 
Haratines. Traditional Moorish 
society is itself a confused mass 
of competing castes. 

There are the aristocratic 
classes of the Dervish warriors, 
who are perhaps the most 
powerful. Then there are the 
tributary Zanagas, the black¬ 
smiths and jewellers disdained 
by the nobles, and the Griots 
(poets, minstrels and chroni¬ 
clers]. 

Within the aristocratic castes 
themselves, each tribe, each 
family, represents a. more or 
less powerful political grouping. 


Martina Navratilova, champion 
for the past two years, beat liana 
Kloss, of Johnnesburg. by 6—0, 
6—3 in the first • round of the 
womens’ singles at Wimbledon 
yesterday. These two have a cer¬ 
tain amount in common in that 
both are lefthanders and both

They have come to res¬ 
pect the supervisors because this 
elite group of officials are consis¬ 
tent in applying the Grand Prix 
roles. For the time being the 
players are not going to have 
their way. 

The supervisors are not in action 
at Wimbledon, but It would be no 
surprise if the- ATP made a mill, 
rant attempt to .persuade the 
United States championships to 
accept the supervisors as the ulti¬ 
mate arbiters on all questions ot 
Grand Prix rules.

It took Tracy Austin four hours 
to reach her expected place in 
the second round of- tbe women's' 
singles, although her victory over 
Alycia.

Book review_ 

Paul Nash 
By Andrew Causey

*um e artists cd-c modcsrlv 
and unawares into greatness'; 
J'aul Nash was of the kind chut 
nave immortal longingi on 
jnem from ihe outset. Not tliai 
»e seems ever to have been 
particularly pushv or preten¬ 
tious about it ; he coujd mu 
nelp himself. Almost from 
his post - Prc - RjphacJitc 
beginning^ he was driven 10 
subjects rich with (sometimes 
heavy ivithj symbolic over- 
ioiil'S; the sort of concept 
which might betoken vaulting 
ambition or simple a partic¬ 
ular peculiar wav' of looking 
at the world. Whichever it was 
in his case Cand he was cer- 
tainjy. by no means devnid of 
ambition), only genius would 
do: he could not have got by 
wtth just talent. 

Opinion is still sharply 
divided on whether or not he 
made it. Difficult to pigeon¬ 
hole. nationally or inter¬ 
nationally, he has rerained Lhe 
air of a neglected or underesti¬ 
mated artist throughout the 34 
years since bis death, despite 
being more continuously, cons¬ 
picuously exhibited and having 


far more written about bim 
than any of his generation. A 
shelf which contains, inter alia, 
Nash’s own posthumous auto¬ 
biography, Outline, and Poet 
anti Painter , his correspon¬ 
dence with Gordon Bottom lev, 
plus Anthony Bertram's hefty 
biography, Margot Eates's 
Memorial Volume and her 
more recent large-scale mono¬ 
graph on his art, Alexander 
Ptisran's book on his graphics, 
Rigby Graham's book on his 
illustrations, Wingfield Digby's 
Jungian interpretation of his 
symbolism in Meaning ami 
Symbol, not La mention sub¬ 
stantial catalogues of ibe Tate 
Gallery shews of liis pbotu- 
graphs (1973) and bis paint¬ 
ings 11975), does not exactly 
suggest tbat he is unknown 
and unloved. 

Still, Dr Causey's book is 
clearly aimed at, yet again, 
reviving interest. Ir has two 
paints of novelty: it does at 
last contain n very thorough 
cutalogue raisunne of Nasb’s 
work, and it is rhe first book 
tu be' based 011 a detailed exa¬ 
mination of the Tare Gallery’s 
archive of his persona! papers. 
The papers have enabled Dr 
Causey to throw more light 
than ever before on the con¬ 
nexions between Nash's life 


and his work, and the roots of 
his major symbols in his per¬ 
sonal experience. This is parti¬ 
cularly useful because while the 
value of Nash's work docs nor 
finally reside^ in our ability to 
attach a precise meaning to his 
flints and tree-stumps and 
waves on dry land and 
flowers in the sky, the sense 
that, in even his most 
apparently straightforward 
landscapes, suraeiniag lies 
beyond the scene is rbe dist¬ 
inguishing feature which cap¬ 
tures the attention and haunts 
the imagination- 
Of course even now, even 
after reading this book, we 
never find out precisely what 
it is: if Nash ever let us know 
that—ever really knew it him¬ 
self—then the less Nash br*. 
But we can at least sec 'hat 
rhe association with Surrealism 
in the 193Us (Nash exhibited >n 
the London International Sur¬ 
realist Exhibition of 193S\ 
chough in certain ways fruitful 
and indicative of a genuine life 
eness of mind—particularly 
with Chirico—was largely lot- 
tuitotis, and almost certainly 
Nash's best paintings wou'd 
have been painted much as *he 
were without ir. He belonged 
rather to tbat small band of 
visionary^ painters who work 
from their own private store of 


images and see the world 
around them, if at all, invested 
with a Hgbt that sever was uu 
land or. sea. Nash was con¬ 
scious oF the external world in 
all its oddity and inexplicabi¬ 
lity : .his objects really were 
found, as his extraordinary, un¬ 
mistakable photographs " bear 
out- It is good now to know 
more than ever before about 
where and how be found them, 
but finally.rhe mystery of bis 
art remains intact. 

As a biography, the book 
gains immensely from its 
exploration of the purely prac¬ 
tical side. .Even a visionary 
must cut, and Nash’s accounts 
and letters explain very well 
how he got by, what alarm- 
iogly small amounts he made 
from painting, and bow be 
used his journalism (far like 
many artists he wrote very 
well) to keep his artistic vision 
uncompromised. Perhaps ir 
never quite emerges wbat kind 
of man he. was, whether one 
would have' linked him or nor 
had one met him. But does 
tbat really matter ? The art is 
the thing, and here it is cer¬ 
tainly given Its due.

Although Faure and Janacek 
were bom within a decade of 
each ocher, it would be difficult 
to think of two composers more 
unalike in tile patterns of their 
careers and ouiputs.

Paranoia is the great political 
disease- The achievement of 
power docs nothing co scop its 
spread, but it is an epidemic in 
those groups without power. 
Dusty Hughes, erstwhile theatre 
critic and a longtime director 
of tbe Bush Theatre, has writTen 
a play about a fringe revnlii- 
nonary group, an anti-rerrorist 
Trotskyist organization with 
perhaps 2.000 members and 
fellow travellers throughout 
the country. For his paranoid 
characters, every telephone call 
means a conversation with the 
Special Branch, every unex¬ 
plained absence of a lover is a 
collaboration wilii the CTA, but 
tbe unmasking of a genuine 
police spy is far from the 
triumph it might be. 

Commitments is set at the 
end of the last Conservative 
Government with IRA bumbs, 
the three-dav week and sudden 
power blackouts forming the 
background for rbe events in 
the flat of a scholarly Marxist. 
In Alan Rickman's performance, 
the Marxist's turn from theorv 
to practice is ambiguous enough 
to be explained as he explains 
it, as a desire to meet women. 
Yet Mr Hughes lets his selected 
surface events flow over bis 
characters, justifying their ab¬ 
surd optimism about a Britain 
on the edge of change and just 
as strongly underlining their 
moments of despair. 

Tbe mingling of the personal 
and the social is meticulously 
observed in Mr Hughes's writ¬ 
ing and it casts rhe commit¬ 
ments nf tbe title in an ironical 
light wirhout losing sight of the 
seriousness of every character. 

Mr Rickman's flat fills up 
with tbe flotsam of tbe revolu¬ 
tion: an effigy of Edward 
Heath, an unemployed revolu¬ 
tionary actor, a politically com¬ 
mitted woman singer and a 
German ideologue. There are 
the expected tensions between 
rhe people and moments of 
drama, but mostly there is an 
affectionate sense of humour. 

With Mr Rickman’s comic?! 
ski*!, the authority of Paala di 
Qnisotti as the singer and 4 
hangdog performance by lry?n 
Coleman as a neighbouring 
apolitical homosexual, the play 
is an absorbing evocation of a 
moment in recent history.

Lord Bernstein pays £5,000 
damages to Mr Egon Ronay 


Mr E^on Ronay, the writer 
on catering, accepted damages 
and costs yesterday in settle¬ 
ment of a EGgjh Court libel and 
slander action against Lord 
Bernstein, President of Granada 
Motorway Services, wbo had 
questioned bis competence as a 
caterer. 

The case arose from a com¬ 
ment by Lord Bernstein to a 
reporter after Mr Ronay had 
crkicized motorway service 
Stations in his Annual Guide to 
die Hotels, Restaurants and 
Inns of Great Britain, and 
Ireland in 1978. 

After yesterday's hearing in 
Loudon, Mr Ronav, aged 59, of 
Francis Street, Victoria. Lon¬ 
don, disclosed that the sum he 
had accepted was £5,000. 

Mr Peter Bowsher. QC, his 
counsel, told Mr Justice Cmnyn 
that the damages would go to 
the charity of Mr Ronay’s 
choice, the Hotel and Catering 
Benevolent Association. 

..Mr Bowsher said that in the 
197S guide Mr Ronay was cri¬ 
tical of the meals served at 
motorway service stations, in¬ 
cluding tirose pin by Granada 
Motorway Services. 

•Mo June* 1978, Lord Bern¬ 
stein (then chairman of the 
company) gave an interview to 
a .reporter of the Exeter Ex¬ 
press and Echo at the opening 
of a new Granada sendee sta¬ 


tion in which he questioned Mr 
Ronay’s competence as a 
caterer. 

Nothme could . have been 
farther tram the trutfi rhap 
what Lord Bernstein said, coun¬ 
sel continued. K Mr Ronay takes 
great pains to ensure that his 
guides contain fair and construc¬ 
tive criticism and brings to that 
task die experience gained in 
his noteable career in journal¬ 
ism and in catering. 

, “Mr Ronay began his career 
in an outstanding family busi¬ 
ness in his native Hungary and, 
amon£ other catering positions 
in this country, he was general 
manager of the Society Restau¬ 
rant in Jermyn Street, and of 
the 96 Restaurant:. After that, 
he ran his own. restaurant. The 
Marquee, specializing in French 
cuisine, until he took up writ¬ 
ing and publishing full-time.” 

Lord Bernstein had not 
sought to justify what he said 
ana accepted that there was no 
substance in the allegation that 
Mr Ronay was an incompetent 
caterer, which was published in 
the Erarcr Express and Echo of 
June 10, 1978. 

Mr Charles Gray, for Lord 
Sernscem* said he retracted 
without qualification the reflec¬ 
tion on Mr R'may’s competence 
as a caterer. Hn regretted what 
he had said and wholeheartedly 
apologized.

When Nato partners fall out...

Vato foreign and defence 
ministers assemble in Ankara 
coday for the spring council 
meeting. High on their agenda 
will be the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan, which already oc¬ 
cupies four and a half pages of 
the draft communique. Nowhere 
in that agenda will they find 
reference to the fact that two of 
>. J 3 to's members—Greece and 
Turkey—speak and act as 
though they are more likely to 
bs at war with each other than 

in a collective defence against 
Soviet aggression. 

The agenda may treat the 
Aegean crisis as a taboo but 
their presence in Ankara, capi¬ 
tal or one of the potential 
belligerents. should remind 
ministers that it is Nato's most 
dangerous crisis, [t is danger¬ 
ous- not just _ because the 
prospect of hostilities between 
Greece and Turkey is danger¬ 
ous. but because even -without 
hostilities the effect of a pro¬ 
longed state of semi-belUger- 
cnce between them has weak¬ 
ened both their links with Nato. 

Indeed, in Greece, govern¬ 
ment supporr for Nato member¬ 
ship is almost a furtive opera¬ 
tion, since the main opposition 
party says it intends to rake 
Greece out of Nato if it wins 
the next election to be held 
before November 1981. It is 
hard for Mr ‘ Rallis, riie new 
Prime Minister, and bis cabinet 
to find many positive things 
about Nato with which to refute 
their opposition. 

What has Nato done for us, 

. as-fc the Greeks ? They seem to 
forget the Marshal plan and 
the fact that only .10 years ago 
President Truman’s support 
ensured that Athens today is not 
like Sofia or Belgrade. So the 
I'nited States is now linked 
with Nato. in rhe demonology 
of the Greeks, as the twin 
culprits who allowed firsr the 
Greek dictatorship and then 
Turkey's invasion and continued 
occupation of Cyprus. 

It may seem absurd to otK- 
siHers that Greeks will go to 
ptch lengths to find somebody 
other titan themselves to blame 
f?r their ovra mismanagements ; 
but hismry supports them in 
t-;:s- Their lesaev since inde-

pendence 160 years ago is one 
of constant manipulation by 
outside powers. Indeed inde¬ 
pendence itself was certainly 
won as much by the manipula¬ 
tion of rhe Great Powers as by 
victory on the battlefield. So 
Greeks are justifiably condi¬ 
tioned to accept that theitr cir¬ 
cumstances owe more to the 
outride world than to their own 
efforts. 

Moreover it is a fair question 
to ask what Nato did to help 
relieve Greece of the dictator¬ 
ship : or for that matter why did 
it nor perceive and preveot 
Turkey’s plan to invade Cyprus 
and then occupy >t with troops 


and equipment which was basic¬ 
ally supplied by the United 
Srates for quite different pur¬ 
poses. The arms embargo, in 
Greek eyes, was the barest mini¬ 
mum response, and even that 
was lifted. 

Another legacy at work 
fomeniing the crisis is the 
legacy of unfinished wars and 
unfinished business between 
Greece and Turkey. Indeed the 
Eastern Question—the fire in 
die Balkans—must be one of 
the longest running shows of 
history, since it always seems 

to be contemporary- 

France and Germany. like 
Greece and Turkey, bave fought 


three wars in the past 300 
years, but somehow even though 
the last Greek/Turkish war was 
nearly 60 years ago, twice as 
long ago as VE Day. the smell 
• of cordite has not bung' over 
the Rhine the way it still drifts 
over the Aegean. j 

On the ground the talk df war 
is evidently not just a ritual of 
tub-thumping between itradi- 
tional u dearest enemies™. It 
has practical military implica¬ 
tions. In 197* Turkey’s invasion 
of Cypni5 caused [he collapse 
of the Greek militarv dictator¬ 
ship and die restoration of civi¬ 
lian rule under Coasiaiitine 
Kara man I is, now the President. 
He withdrew Greece m protest 
from the integrated military 
command of Nato. Greek 
officers lefr the Aegean area 
joint command at Izmir, and 
took their control of the Greek 
air space out of Nato's inte¬ 
grated air defence arrange¬ 
ments. They unplugged Greek 
radars from the central Nato: 
air defence network. 

Now Greece wants to return 
to full membership ; but Turkey 
objects. The Turks dispute 
Greek sovereignty in the 
Aegean on land, sea and air. So 
they object to Nato recognition 
of Greek control of her air 
space, even for allied defence. 
Various formulae have found- 
dered against either Greek or 
Turkish vetoa, though Greece 
continues to sit on Nato's milit¬ 
ary committee in Brussels. Pre¬ 
sumably it is only the Greek 
presence ax the weekly defence 
policy conyninee meetings to 
which Turkey would object; 
and perhaps not even that, if the 
Greeks merely turned up one 
day to reoccupy their seat 
(though Nato has' advised them 
□ot to). 

Perhaps a formula could be 
found to overcome what appear 
to be such petty squabbles when 
set against tbe vastly more im¬ 
portant fact that membership of 
Nato should protect them from 
the consequences of an increas¬ 
ingly- unstable situation in the 
Balkans, Near East, and West 
Asia. 

It is suggested in allied, 
circles that Greece should re¬ 
join the integrated military 


command on the same basis u 
1974,'. on condition chat ail its 
problems with Turkey are then 
'exhaustively discussed, both 
those pre. and post-1974. Fail¬ 
ing agreement, after say two 
years, the disputants would then 
be subject to some automatic 
conclusions by Nato which 
would be binding oa both 
. parties. .This formula would 
not apply to the noo-Nato dis¬ 
putes. such as the continental 
shelf, but to every question of 
military jurisdiction which 
affect* - tbe allied • effort .to 
defend tbe Aegean on land, sea 
and air. 

Thar might be a start But 
it will leave a further long 
journey to the point where 
Greek/Turkish relations retain 
only a distant, memory of semi- 
belligerency, because their 
armed forces have been deeptv 
conditioned in the past six 
years. Jn 1974 tbe Greeks were 
shocked by their vulnerability 
and inefficiency. They failed noi 
only to notice the Turkish 
'build-up to invade Cyprus, but 
also ro prevent rhe subsequent 
occupation of 40 per cent of 
the island. 

' At the time die Greek armed 
forces were demoralized and 
distracted by the dictatorship. 
Since then under the wise and 
patient leadership of Defence 
Minister Averoff itoey have re¬ 
equipped, reorganized and revit¬ 
alized themselves. They may not 
yet be, domestically popular but 
they know now that unlike 1974, 
the Tui*ks could no longer take 
any military risks in the Aegean 
and expect to get away wish it. 

The Greek islands close to the 
Turkish coast have been heav¬ 
ily fortified' (m violation of pre- 
vimis treaties). Constant air 
pair oiling along tbe Turkish 
coast line ensures dual foe 
Tories could not build-up suffic¬ 
ient farces to invade, say, Les¬ 
bos or Samos even chough, pro¬ 
vocatively, the Turkish training 
exercises are hosed on the idea 
of sud an invasion. So tbe 
is lands are Tryich less vulnerable 
than one w ou ld imagine from 
the scaremongering to be beard 
in Athens ; and Greece itself is 
well-equipped and organized to 


Jsp3n bar just emerged from a 
general election in fine fettle, 
inflation is down, the growth 
rare is up, exports are booming 
and now one of the country's 
major problems, the spectre of 
political insL^bility. has been 
removed—at least for the time 
being. 

Put simply, one of the world’s 
most highly educated elector¬ 
ates was siren the choice this 
week of faring an era of politi¬ 
cal instability or returning the 
somewhat tainted ruling Liberal 
Democratic party to office. 

The Japanese are a prag¬ 
matic people. The choice was 
obvious. In short the -conserv¬ 
atives were returned to power 
with an overwhelming majority 
with the hope it will provide 
the world’s second largest 
industrialized nation with polit¬ 
ical Stability for the next four 
years. 

On the surface a rosy picture. 
But the conservative's victory 
i< e-i'enrially founded upon the 
• failure of Japan's opposition 
pvrtias to provide the counrry 
with a viable alternative to 
conservative rule for the past 
three decades. 

" This was a vote against in- 
».rahility.” savs Tchio Watanabc. 
a political scientist. " The ruling 
P’rtv had been Tainted by a 
numb:r of financial scandals 
h'jt rotors supported the con- 

v.i-ti js because the alicrua- 
:i-w might have edged the 
rnuntrv into an era of political 
uncertainty." he adds. 

Reinforcing this view, other 
C^-’:tjc.iI scientists claim the 
p.vt_»'s victory does not mean 
trst'ir has received a mandate 
To ricriM-e defence spending, 
v.-.'sr t.i\es and align Japan’s 
foreign policy more closely uith 
ih? I'miod States.

racy between the west coast of 
the United States and Athens 
would have been plunged into 
political uncertainty if the rul¬ 
ing party had taken a bad beat¬ 
ing at the polls. 

The spectre of political in¬ 
stability has been hovering 
around Japan since the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party' lost 
its majority last October, 
emerging from an election with 
only 248 of the 511 seats in the 
lower House of Representatives. 
Since then the ruling party hjs 
managed to cling to power wrth 
the support of independent 
conservatives. 

A quick look at the make-up 
of Japan's five major opposition 
parries makes it dear why the 
Japanese electorate once again 
returned the conservatives ro 
power to avoid uncertainty. 

Japan's .second largest politi¬ 
cal force, the Japan Socialist 
Party (which captured 107 
seats) is certainly not capable of 
stepping into the breach, either 
in irs own right or as the pivot 
of an alliance o! opposition 
parties. 

In the first place the Japan 
Socialist Party and three other 
opposition groups refuse to 
enter into an alliance with the 
Communist Tarty. At rhe same 
time they are divided by major 


issues such as security, foreign 
policy mid energy. 

Tiie more moderate Demo¬ 
cratic Socialist Party (which is 
today closer to the posnire of 
the ruling party than the opposi¬ 
tion) champions a strong 
defence force and Japan’s 
security pact with foe United 
States. The Japan Socialist 
Party, advocating a policy of 
unarmed neutrality, has pro¬ 
mised to abolish Japan’s 
security treaty with the United 
Stares and disarm the country’s 
army. navy and airforce, 
euphemistically called the self 
defence farces. The Com¬ 
munists want to retain Japan’s 
armed forces at their present 
level but have threatened to 
abolish foe country's security 
treaty and adopt a policy of non 
alignment. 

These and other defferences 
over the question of energy and 
economics have so far thwarted 
all attempts -to mould Japan's 
opposition forces into a left- 
wing alliance. At the same time 
the more moderate Komeito, rhe 
political wing of powerful 
Buddhist sect, tile Sokagakkai, 
hits been drifting to the right. 

“We,‘the opposition leaders 
talked about a grand, coalition 
govern meht before foe election. 
The voters knew it was a 


fantasy and they turned to the 
conservatives", Mr Ichio 
Asukata, the chairman of tbe 
Japan Socialist Party admits. 

There is little doubt in tbe 
min dr of Japanese political 
scientists that tuitions of 
voters supported the ruling 
party because it has, for all its 
faults, provided Japan wkh 25 
years of stable political rule 
and high economic growth. 

“ You must remember that 
Japan emerged as rhe world’s 
second largest industrialized 
democracy under, the conserva¬ 
tives. Their image has been 
tarnished by several scandals 
but in foe long run they happen 
to form Japan’s only political 
pillar Mr Watauabe adds. 

But the ruling party is itself 
divided deep factional 

rivalries which are expected to 
surface and plunge it into dis¬ 
array when the conservatives 
attempt to select a. new leader 
and prime minister during the 
next few weeks. 

Ironically, the man who Is ex¬ 
pected ro have the final say in 
who will lead the world's 
largest producer of ships, steel 
and cars in furore, was forced 
to resign from the ruling party 
in disgrace four years aw after 
he was implicated in the Lock¬ 
heed scandaL He is Mr Kakuei 


Tanaka the former prime min¬ 
ister, who returns co Parliament 
as an independent, but still the 
powerful leader <rf the largest 
faction of 85 MPs within the 
ruling parliamentary party. Mr 
Takeo Fukuda, a former prime 
minister and once Mr Tanaka’s 
bitter rival, controls foe sup¬ 
port of 76 representatives in 
bath the lower and upper 
houses of Parliament. About 76 
MPs, former supporters of rhe 
late Mr Masayoshi Ohira, rhe 
prime minister who died last 
week, have formed themselves 
into another faction. Mr 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. a former 
secretary general of tbe Liberal 
Democratic Party, is foe leader 
of another powerful faction of 
50 MPs. Mr Takeo Mild, a 
former Prime Minister can 
count on foe loyalty of 42 con¬ 
servatives, tbe smallest faction 
'of II MPs is controlled by Mr 
Xdiino Nakagawa¬ 
it is impossible to predict just 
who will emerge as Japan’s new 
leader when PanUameut is con¬ 
vened in July ro elect a new 
prime minister. Much wiH 
depend oa foe voice of big busi¬ 
ness, the financial back-bone of 
foe conservative party. Conser¬ 
vatives are still not aura which 
way Mir Tanaka—i ritih w* dis¬ 
pute a kingmaker in foe ruling 


retaliate vigorously, probably by 
an armoured thrust across the 
Turkish border into eastern 
Tbnft<-<» Such an operation, even 
if it did not reach foe gates of 
Istanbul, would -be as widely 
popular in Greece as it would 
be embarrassing to Turkey. 

The Turks on foe other hand, 
though a much larger country, 
•re driven to distraction by a 
sense of Greek encirclement 
Their opening to the West in 
every sense is cluttered up by 
the Greek archipelago. It is as 
though Ireland owned and 
armed Anglesey, the Sciliies and 
all rbose islands off foe west 
coast of Scotland such as 
Arran- Mull and Skye—while 
claiming the air space and 
territorial waters to go with 
them. 

In Athens ministers say. that 
foe Turks issue a confidential 
handbook to senior _ officers, 
which distorts ihe history of 
the Aegean and concludes 
that tbe Greek islands should 
really be in Turkish hands. 
True or false, it underlines 
tbe impression font at present 
both countries think their 
armed forces axe much more 
likely to be at war with each 
other than anybody else. 
Planning, training, equipment 
and indoctrination - all reftect 
these prejudices. In Arheos, 
the talk about Turkey 
going to war is astonishingly 
matter-of-fact, and merely con¬ 
cludes-that Ankara will not do 
so because Greek preparations 
we now enough to prevent 
tbe Turks gaining any advant¬ 
age. In Ankara, the Turks 
seem to treat Greek accusa¬ 
tions with some disdain: but 
they did, after all. invade 
-Cyprus and there they still 
are. 

Here then i*: a challenge 
for Nato— ft is a defensive 
alliance. trained for war 
rather than for conciliation. 
But foe rift between its two 
south eastern members makes 
foe idea of Nato solidarity— 
political and irtflitarv—nothing 
more than a Mediterranean 
masquerade; It is a rift fo3t 
only Nato can repair, before 
tbe fear of war in foe Aegean 
—the wrong war—becomes 
worse than war itself.

If rhe 
level of settlements is not signifi¬ 
cant ly lower in rhe coming year 
rhan in the past. the stare of the 
economy will certainly become 
unstable. In such circumstances 
even a Government as doctrinal Iv 
opposed' as this one to rhe idea 
would be forced to consider 
emergency action in the form of 
a formal prices and incomes 
policy. 

The second factnr is the level 
of inrerest rates and the associa¬ 


ted strength of sterling. The 
evidence is nor yet fully reflected 
in official figures, bur all the 
impressions are that the loss of 
export markets and rhe squeeze 
on exporting profitability is now 
suddenly resulting in serious job 
loss, not just in lame duck 
industries but across the board. 

The feature in the unemploy¬ 
ment figures that should give the 
Government greatest cause for 
concern is rhe rising trend 
of unemployment among the 
young in general and school 
leavers in particular.

The law and the right to strike 


From Lord McCarthy and Professor 
Lord Wedderbum of Charlton 
Sir, In the debases on -the Employ¬ 
ment Bill, ministers have repeatedly 
stated that it is not the Govern¬ 
ment's intention to impair the right 
ro strike in respect of The lawfulness 
of “ primary” Industrial action. We 
believe, as do many others con¬ 
cerned with industrial relations, 
that clause 17 of the Bill will do 
just that. 

We regard the many restrictions 
on trade unionists* rights in clause 
17 as unjustified; but we confine 
ourselves here to the question of 
"primary” strikes. 

“ Primary ** strikes are at legal 
risk mainly because clause 1718) 
proposes to repeal section of 

the Trade Union end Labour Rela¬ 
tions Act 1974. Section 13l3) was 
enacted to ensure that the doctrine 
that it is a tort (remediable by 
injunction and. damages) ro damage 
another person by industrial pres¬ 
sure said by the law to be “ unlaw¬ 
ful means ” should not outflank 
rbe well established " immunities " 
in trade disputes, upon which the 
very right to withdraw labour 
depends in Britain. 

The need for section 13(3) arose 
largely because new areas of indus¬ 
trial " unlawful means ” had been 
exposed in the case law of the 
1960s. In 1964. for example, the 


the lawfulness of strike action in 
the light 'of modem case law. But 
neither in 1974 nor in 1976 did the 
Conservative Opposition propose 
amendment or repeal of section 
13(3)fb).

There is little doubt rbat the 
implementation of this legislation 
has been largely successful in 
achieving these objectives. This was 
confirmed by tlie recent Royal Com¬ 
mission on Gambling. 

In an ideal situation it might well 
be that all human beings should be 
allowed to impose rb eir own self- 
restraints. In spite nf the fact that 
Mr Levin would no doubt agree that 
the situation is by no means ideal, 
he advocates this approach and 
implies that the only other alter¬ 
native is the passing of laws lead¬ 
ing “to a substantial increase in 
wickedness I would suggest that 
there is a middle path whereby 
legalized control diminishes 
“ wickedness ” and that those res¬ 
ponsible fnr the present arrange¬ 
ments for gambling in this country 
have attempted tn pursue this. 
Indeed there is evidence to suggest 
that when gambling is taken to 
excess, this is very often due in 
inadequate control of the facilities. 

It is. of course, true that legisla¬ 
tive action is Ifmiced in controlling 
the excesses of human behaviour. 
However ro suggest that it is totally 
ineffective is inconsistent with the 
facts. Some years ago, I published a 
survey of "30 “compulsive” or 


a moderate, reforming govern¬ 
ment In El Salvador which wrould 
stem rhe tide of revolution. The 
experiment has not worked and 
rhe Americans now find them¬ 
selves committed to a repressive 
regime which is getting deeper 
into bloodshed, and which they 
themselves are unable to control. 

It must be time, therefore, for 
a new look at their policy. It is 
understandable that tbey should 
be reluctant ro shiFr their 
support to the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front, the main 
opposition grouping, because of 
the extreme leftists who are a 
substantial part of it. But at least 
they should dissociate them¬ 
selves from the present regime, 
with its grisly record. In the 
long run it is damaging for 
Americans interests to be asso¬ 
ciated, as they have been so 
often in_ the past, with repres¬ 
sive regimes. And even if their 
worst fears are realized, and a 
leftist regime is installed in San 
Salvador, their experience in 
Nicaragua suggests thar it ought 
to be possible ro establish a 
modus vivendi.

Sir, Titus Oates, tbe instrument of 
a pressure group, would doubtless 
have made much use of ps'liament- 
ary privilege to injure Catholics, 
had he been a member of Parlia¬ 
ment. Bur article 9 of the BUI of 
Risers was intended to protect 
members from the King, not to 
enable them to defame and to ruin 
private citizens. 

Unfortunately it was so loosely 
worded that the tatter interpreta¬ 
tion has prevailed and caused in¬ 
fringements of rights guaranteed by 
section 40 nf Magna Carta and 
article 6 of the European Conven¬ 
tion on Human Rights, including 
rights to reputation and livelihood 
and to fair trials of civil actions. 

It would accord wirh the public 
will, I respectfully comend, if a 
measure were enacted ro provide 
that, when rhe Committee of Privi¬ 
leges has ruled that a member has 
named a man “invidiously” or 
made an “ imputation ” against him 
(I quote from Erslcine May on in¬ 
admissible parliamentary Questions') 
theo the defence of privilege shall 
nor be available to him. 

Sir Edward Carson said, when 
introducing the Public Executor 
and Trustee EilL that some solici¬ 
tors had misappropriated trust 
moneys.

From Mr Rodney Legg 
Sir, Research quoted In Science 
Report (June 19) supports a 
generalized claim that a fsv: small 
nature reserves may hold more 
soecies than a single large njie. 
This, however, does not take into 
account the potential for loss of 
species. 

Islands, as well as isolated 
vestiges of wild habitat anywhere 
are constantly vulnerable to this 
threat. 

Steep Holm, a 50 acre island six 
miles offshore in the Bristol 
Channel, suffers a gradual reduc¬ 
tion of species through c hr aging 
ecological conditions. Insufficient 
new species find their wav to the 
island — windborne, seaborne or 
intrndured—to maintain the existing 
totals. This is juct the same as the 
position in a .TO acre main laud 
reserve that is surrounded bv land 
under intensive chemical-aided 
cultivation. 

There is nothing ire can da to 
increase the size of our island, but 
on the main land, conservationists 
are often given such opportunities. 
If a reserve can he enlarged then 
its ratio of potential species loss ia 
consequentlv reduced.

Building misconception 

From Mr Giles Eyre 

Sir. A popular misconception about 

Government House, Calcutta, is 

given credence by Mrs Norman in 

your issue of today's date (June 20). 

Lord Curzon would have been 

amazed. 

Tbe present building was com* 
mcnced exactly 100 years before the 
Victorian Viceroy came to live 
there, and was finished by 1804. It 
was Lord Wellesley's brain-child and 
Lieutenant Wyatt, of the Bengal 
Engineers, was its architect. The 
prototype was, indeed, Kedleston. 
but even the reference to Robert 
Adam is misleading. Curzon. with a 
minute thoroughness, went into the 
whole question on his arrival in 
Calcutta in 1S9P. Charles Wyatt had 
used James Paine’s 1761 plans for 
the Scarsdale mansion which were 
published in 1783. The greatest 
change in the horizontal elevation 
was that the Indian residence had 
three storeys instead of Kedleston’s 
two. The final result in Calcutta 
bears a certain resemblance to Nash, 
not Adam.

Washington, June 24.—The ability of 
central banks to influence exchange rates 
through market intervention is rapidly 
being eroded by the high rate of growth 
of the market itself. 

A new United States market study 
shows that gross currency trading volume 
has increased fivefold in die last three 
years here. 

The study, conducted by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, raises more 
questions than it answers. Why is it, for 
example, that 92 per cent of the average 
gross daily trading volume of S23,400m 
l £ 10,086ml in the American foreign 
exchange market, is initiated by banks 
and only 8 per cent is for non-banks? 
Could the answer be that the banks are 
heavily engaged in currency speculation ? 

Mr Scott Pardee, head of the New York 
Fed's foreign operations, said a prime 
purpose of the study was to evaluate the 
business volume of the banks and to 
determine with which institutions the 
Federal Reserve Board itself should deal 
directly. At the moment the Fed bas direct 
trading lines with 30 banks. The study 
covered 90 banks and 11 foreign currency 
brokers. 

Mr Pardee said the study showed 
unmistakably that there had been “most 
impressive trading growth ” and that this 
was a competitive market. No institution 
bandied anything like 10 per cent of the 
daily volume and the competition was 
increased by brokers who now traded 
around SS,500m of currencies each day in 
the American market. The New York Fed 
has not yet decided whether to add to its 
line banks or start direct line relationships 
with any brokers. 

Market traders suggest that the United 
States market accounts for perhaps no 
more than one-third of the global foreign 
exchange market, which would put 
daily trading volume at around 570,000m 
—far more than 10 times as much as daily 


global trade volume in imports and 
exports. Central bankers are hesitant to 
suggest that speculation is at the hern 
of much of the trading. 

A multinational company may, for 
example, decide it wants seven months 
forward cover io Deutsche marks of 
SlOGm. Several banks may handle pans of 
this deal and, haring secured the currency, 
they themselves may want to cover their 
currency exposure. In the course of the 
next seven months, they may frequently 
decide to change their positions, simply 
to secure more prudent exchange cover. 

The result, of course, is that from the 
base of one corporate order a host of 
bank transactions follow and the .gross 
trading volume far exceeds the initial 
SlOOm. 

A fine line dirides laying-off risks and 
speculation. The new study reveals little 
about this, except to illustrate the degree 
to which bank trading thoroughly domi¬ 
nates the markets. The United States Cen¬ 
tral Bank seems satisfied that, by and 
large, the batiks maintain strict top level 
supervision of what the trading rooms do, 
and maintain tight guidelines. If anything, 
the limits on exposure ax many American 
banks are too tight, sometimes forcing 
corporations with large transactions to go 
to foreign banks. 

Mr Pardee pointed out that the American 
bank regulatory agencies were constantly 
monitoring the activities of the banks. “ I 
«tm not concerned about the sheer volume 
of trading by individual banks—it does 
not add or detract from my concern as a 
central banker." 

The key point, he explained, was to 
ensure that banks have the internal con¬ 
trols to guard against risky operations in 
the markets. 

Central bank officials are loathe to talk 
about the implications of the study for 
their own intervention strategies. Efforts 
by central banks to influence races through 


intervention have more often not 

ended in costly disasters. The size of the 
market, as suggested by the new study, is 
considerably bigger than the New York 
Fed had expected. 

Central bank currency swop lines or a 
few thousand million dollars can be easily 
and swiftly digested in. a market where 
daily trading volume is $23,000m. The 
funds available to central banks are limi¬ 
ted and rbe effect on rates of these limited 
resources declines as the market's size 
grows. At present, trading volume in the 
United States market in sterling alone is 
over S4.000m 

The logical alternative to intervention 
has always been fundamental policy 
changes, but time and again over the las: 
decade, central banks and governments 
have prevaricated and tried to use he 2 vy 
intervention first. As the marker's growth 
rate continues in spectacular fashion, so 
the time available for prevarication by 
the authorities declines. 

The danger however is that, as an alter¬ 
native to fundamental policy changes and 
to intervention, the authorities will, strive 
to limit market operations through 
assorted direct controls. 

The recognition that the foreign ex¬ 
change market is growing so rapidly and 
now involves such huge sums may lead 
some officials to conclude that the markets 
may be petting out of control, or . may 
contain the potential ior grave inter¬ 
national economic dislocation. The result 
is that the study mav provide new powder 
for the guns of rbose keen to impose 
exchange market controls. 

The 'New York Fed believes that its 
survey covers virtually .ail those, banks 
in America which are active in the foreign 
exchange market. Half of the b ank s sur¬ 
vived are foreign owned. The last similar 
study was of just 41 banks in 1977.

CEGB chief highlights 
building site problems

Productivity on power station 
building sites has dropped to 
about a half of what it was in 
the mid-1960s, Mr Glyn 
England, chairman of the 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board, admitted yesterday. 

At the same time, the cost of 
building a new coal-fired station 
like Drax B. begun in 1978. has 
grown in real terms by more 
than one third over 11 years. 

Mr England added that 
because of past difficulties the 
board would be most unlikely 
to employ reimbursable con¬ 
tracts on power station sites in 
future. Their use was urged 
upon die board by the Govern¬ 
ment, after reports from the 
National Economic Development 
Office about 10 years ago, but 
they have since been blamed as 
a cause of cost overruns and 
long delays. 

These points were highlighted 
in evidence given to a House of 
Commons select committee 
earlier this week. 


Mr England told Eurochem, 
an international chemical and 
process engineering conference 
in Birmingham that these 
developments had important 
repercussions for the process 
plant industries. Their prices 
were increasing while order 
books grew thinner. 

The board has eight power 
stations under construction at 
. a cost of about £4,000m. Mr 
England admitted that several 
of the sites had been in severe 
difficulties. This poor record 
was causing the board anxiety, 
especially at a time when ic was 
about to begin work on new 
stations at Torn ess and 
Heysham. 

The board is working to 
introduce a new- national agree¬ 
ment corering large sites and 
contractors are being encour¬ 
aged to establish work studies 
on which bonus incentives can 
be based. “These actions are 
having some effect. Last year, 
significantly fewer man-hours 
were lost through industrial 
disputes". Mr England said.

Further applications to the 
EEC Commission to investigate 
anti-dumping charges on im¬ 
ports of American and East 
European chemicals are ex¬ 
pected if complaints being ex¬ 
amined by tbe European 
chemical industry are substan¬ 
tiated.

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Motor caravan firms ‘near ruin^ff 


From Mr Iain- Macpherson 
Sir, I wish to draw to your 
attention the very ^1 crisis 

facing the British motor cara¬ 
van conversion industry, an in¬ 
dustry that has a 97 per cent 
share - of the home market for 
motor caravan bodies and con¬ 
versions and a fine export 
record. In addition the industry 
contributes to the country's 
balance of payments through the 
supply of motor caravans to 
rental companies specializing in 
hire to overseas visitors. 

Our industry is suffering 
from tbe effects of increased 
VAT, high interest rates, the 
ever increasing cost of petrol, 
inflation and the strong pound. 
But in additioo it is also suffer¬ 
ing from a taxation anomaly as 
motor caravans are subject not 
only to 15 per cent VAT but 
also to 10 per cent car *vx 
which puts them at a severe dis¬ 
advantage compared to other 
leisure products such as trailer 
caravans and boats which bear 
VAT at 15 per cent.

Civil Service pension 
comparison unfair 


From Mr P. D. Jones 
Sir. Mr A. G. Shepherd was 
right in only one respect in his 
article {Jure l6f about Civil 
Service pensions, and that is 
that like is not bring compared 
with like. However, I suspect 
he meant there was an attempt 
to compare unequal benefits, 
but the real difference is the 
attempt to compare an industry 
wide pay-as-you-go scheme (die 
Civil Service pension scheme) 
with relatively small company- 
based funded schemes (the 
majority of die analogue 
schemes used for pay research 
purposes). 

Perhaps, therefore, the right 
answer would be to pur the 
Civil Service scheme on a fully 
funded basis and like would 
then be comparable with like, 
except that the Civil Service 
scheme would become the 
largest funded scheme in the 
country. 

What this would do to the 
public sector borrowing require¬ 
ment (PSBR) in order to fund 
accrued pensionable service and 
pensions in payment is difficult 
to calculate, but certainly. it 
would probablv double it. I 
have no doubt that the Govern¬ 
ment would not regard this as 
the best our come of the current 
pensions inquiry I Bui, even if 
it was decided - to fund only 
future service, the Government 
would still be faced with extra 
financial burdens. 


At present, the actual cost to 
file Exchequer of die Civil Ser¬ 
vice pensions in payment, in¬ 
cluding all accumulated 
increases, is only 9 per cent of 
the wages MIL If funding bene¬

Has international monetarism failed? 


The sight of rats leaving a 
sinking ship is never par¬ 
ticularly edifying, particularly 
when die rfiu are swimming 
backwards in an attempt to 
show chat they were never on 
the ship in rile first place. At 
the risk of being cast in such 
company, 1 shall try to explain 
die arguments we at the London 
Business School put forward 
three years ago in relation to 
the exchange rate and I shall 
discuss whether the claims we 
made then need to be modified 
in die light of die experience 
of che past two years. 

1 shall use the label * inter¬ 
national monetarist” for those 
views, although like most labels 
in economics it is not par¬ 
ticularly helpful, fit should be 
emphasized that we claim no 
originality for these ideas). 

International monetarism ** 
is not a rival to some other 
kind of monetarism but is a 
theory of how monetarism 
might operate. The funda¬ 
mental idea of monetarism (or 
indeed of Keynesian economics, 
as properly understood) is that, 
in che long run. the level of 
prices depends on the quantity 
of money. This holds either 
for a closed economy or for 
an open economy with flexible 
exchange rates. 

The “ international ” aspect 
of monetarism stresses the role 
of die exchange rate and of 
international competition in 
linking inflation and the 
growth of the money supply. 

monetary policy is tightened, 
the.first effects are likely to be 
felt in foreign currency 
markets, since they, can adjust 
rapidly to new information. 
The forces of competition at 
home and abroad then affect 
prices and costs tftrou^iout the 
economy. (That- tfas Why we 
argued in 1977 Boat the best 
way to make the Government’s 
monetary policy effective was 


markets will not necessarily 
adjust rapidly, but it is likely 
that they will do so. The impor¬ 
tant question raised by the 
article is: can the recent pro¬ 
longed . loss of competitiveness 
of manufacturing industry be 
attributed to the Government’s 
monetary policy, and have the 
costs of getting rid of inflation 
, therefore been much higher 
1 than our original arguments 
promised ? 

There is no doubt chat the 
reel ' exchange rate has risen 
sharply but it is not easy to say 
why this happened. I do not be¬ 
lieve that the increase can be 
solely attributed to tight mone¬ 
tary policy. Part of my reason 
for, this belief is that, on the 
basis of die past relationship 
between the exchange rate and 
our relative money supply, the 
exchange rate is at present 
about 20 per cent higher than 
we would expect. 

Ac the same time, if we 
examine the relationship be¬ 
tween the money supply and the 
domestic price level, we find 
that wholesale prices are 
roughly where we would expect 
them to be. (Although it is true 
that inflation is faster than the 
growth of the money supply, we 
are still catching up with the 
monetary expansion of two 
years ago.)

The group, whose Ieddng 
shareholder - is' Ready Mixed 
Concrete with 2 8per cent, bas 
been the centre of recurrent 
| boardroom upheavals culminat¬ 
ing in rhe appointment of Mr 
' Vernon last February. At the 
.time Mr Clark stepped down as 
chairman to remain as chief 
executive hue finally’ departed 
in March.

Old monastic 
dwellings 
on market 

Traces of monastic Britain are 
still surprisingly widespread 
among oM houses all over the 
country. The monks in those days 
were massive builders and mona¬ 
steries were extensive clusters of 
buildings, as can be seen from 
many which remain in ruined 
form. 

With the passage of the years 
old houses which had monastic 
origins or associations have 
naturally changed, leaving only 
perhaps a piece of stonework still 
identifiable, or even just a name 
which in some form or another 
has persisted aver the years. 

Early origins are more clearly 
defined in the case of The Priory, 
at Little Wymondley, near Hit- 
chin, Hertfordshire. 

Tt has a grade two listing as 


being of special architectural or 
historic interest and seems to 
have been an Augustinian priory 
of the thirteenth century which 
became a private dwelling in the 
second quarter of the sixteenth 
century, with additions made 
sometime about 1600. 

Extensive alterations made in 
1973 and 1974 uncovered thir¬ 
teenth century remains which 
included the.rafter roof of the 
original church nave, two lancet 
windows and the north doorway. 
There is also a wall painting 
dating from the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury- t 

In the building’s present form 
the accommodation includes two 
main reception rooms, a study, 
six bedrooms, two dressing 
rooms, four bathrooms and a 
shower room. Grounds of just 
over 51 acres include a four- 
roomed' cottage and a barn of 
possibly medieval origins.

A rather more tenuous mona¬ 
stic connexion is possessed by 
Barton Abborts, a Cotswold stone 
house within a few minutes’ walk 
of the centre of Tetbury, 
Gloucestershire. The name is 
thought to derive from an asso¬ 
ciation with a Cistercian house, 
and may have been originally a 
barn which was later in use as a 
wool store.
